Speech: Nazis Warned 


BIRMINGHAM, March 18—Following is the text of 


Prime Minister Chamberlain's 


night: BS 


It has been rather indiscreetly dis- 
Closed to you that Saturday I shall | 
attain my 70th birthday. I had hoped | 
to keep that quiet, but since the cat) 
has been let out of the bag I am not 
going to deny it; only I don’t see 
what I can do about it except to 
thank you all for your good wishes 
and say to you that as T am still 
sound in wind’and limb I hope that 
I may have a few more years before | 
me in which to give what service I 
can to the state if that should be 
wanted. 


I had intended tonight to talk | 
to you upon a variety of subjects, | 
upon trade and einployment, upon 
social service and upon finance, 

But, ladies and gentlemen, tre-| 
mendous events which have been! 
taking place this week in Europe 
have thrown everything else into 
the background and I feel that what 
you and those who are not in this 
hall but who are listening to me 
will want to hear is some indication 
of the views of His Majesty's gov- 
ernment as to the nature and impli- 
cation of those events, 


ONE THING CERTAIN 


Well, one thing is certain. Public 
opinion in the world has received 
a sharper shock than has yet been 
administered to it, even by the pres-| 
ent regime in Germany. 

What may be the ultimate effects 
of this profound disturbance on} 
men’s minds can not yet be foretold, 
but I am sure that it must be far-| 
reaching in its results upon the 
future. 

Last Wednesday we had debate! 
upon it in the House of Commons. 
That was the day on which German| 
troops entered Czecho-Slovakia and 
all of us, particularly the govern- 
ment, were at a disadvantage be- 
cause information that we had was/ 
only partial, Much of it was un-| 
official. We had no time to digest 
it, much less to form a considered | 
opinion upon it. 


RESTRAINT SHOWN 


And so it necessarily followed that 
I, speaking in behalf of the gov-| 
ernment with all that responsibility | 
that attaches to the position, was] 
obliged to confine myself to a very | 
restrained and cautious exposition | 
on which at the time I felt I could 
make but little commentary. 


And perhaps naturally that 
somewhat cool and objective state- 
ment gave rise to misapprehension 
and some people thought that be- 
cause I spoke quietly, because 1 
gave little expression to feeling, 
that therefore my colleagues and 
I didn’t feel strongly on the sub- 
ject. I hope to correct that state- 
ment now, 


But before I come to my com- | 
ments I want to say something first 
about the argument which has de- 
veloped out of these events and 
which was used in that debate and 
has appeared since in various quar- 
ters of the press, 


SUGGESTION WRONG 


It has been suggested that this 
occupation of Czecho-Slovakia was 
a direct consequence of the visit 
which I paid Germany last autumn 
and that since the result of these 
events has been to tear up the settle- 
ment that was arrived at at Munich, 
that proves that the whole circum- 
stances of those visits were wrong. 

And it is said that as this was the 
personal policy of the prime min- 
ister, the blame for the fate of 
Czecho-Slovakia must rest upon his 
shoulders, 


That is an entirely unwarrant- 
able conclusion. The facts as they 
are today cannot change the facts 
as they were last September. If I 
was right then, I am still right 
now, 

Then there are some people who 
say “we consider you were wrong 
in September and now we have 
been proved to be right.” 


EXPECTED CRITICISM 


Let me examine that. When I de- 
cided to go to Germany I never ex- 
pected I was going to escape crit- 
icism, 

Indeed, I did not go there to get 
popularity. I went there first and 
foremost because, in what appeared 
to be almost a desperate situation, 
inat seemed to me to offer the only 
chance of averting a European war. 


I might remind you that when 
it was first announced I was go- 
ing not a voice was raised in 
criticism, Everyone applauded 
that effort and it was only later 
—when it appeared the results of 
the final settlement fell short of 
the expectations of some who 
didn't fully appreciate the facts 
it was only then that the at- 
tack began and even then it 
wasn't the visit, it was the terms 
of settlement that were disap- 
proved, 

Well, I have never denied that 
the terms which I was able to 
secure at Munich were not those I 
myself would have desired, but as 
I explained then, I: had to deal 
with no new problem, 


LONG STANDING 

This was eomething that had 
existed ever since the treaty of 
Versailles—a problem that ought to 
have been solved long ago if only 
the statesmen of the last 20 years 
had taken broader and more en- 
lightened views of their duty. 

It had become like a disease 
which had been long neglected and 
a surgical operation was necessary 
to save the life of the patient, 

After all, the first and most im- 
mediate object of my visit was | 
achieved, The peace of Europe 
was saved, and, if it hadn't been

thousands of families would to- 
day have been in mourning for

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA FATED 


Really, I have no need to defend) 


my visits to Germany last Autumn, 
for what was the alternative? 

Nothing that we could have done, 
nothing that France could have 
done, or Russia could have done 
could possibly have saved Czecho- 
Slovakia from invasion and destruc. 
tion, 


Even if we had subsequently 
gone to war to punish Germany 
for her actions and if, after the 
frightful losses which would 
have been inflicted upon all par- 
takers in the war we had been 
victorious in the end, never could 
we have reconstracted Czecho- 
Slovakia as she was framed by 
the Treaty of Versailles, 

But I had another purpose, too, in 
going to Munich—that was to fur- 


ther the policy which I have been} 


pursuing ever since I have been in 
my present position—a policy which 
is sometimes called European ap- 
peasement although I don’t think 
myself that that is a very happy 
term or one which accurately de- 
scribes its purpose. 
CLASH OF INTERESTS 

If that policy were to succeed it 
was essential that no power should 
seek to obtain general domination 
of Europe; but that each one should 


be contended to obtain reasonable | 


facilities for developing its own re- 
sources, securing its own share of 
international trade and improving 
the conditions of its own people. 


And I felt that although that 
might well mean a clash of inter- 
ests between different states, 
nevertheless by the exercise of 
mutual goodwill and an under- 
standing of what were the limits 
of the desires of others, it should 
be possible to resolve all differ- 
ences by discussion and without 
armed conflict, 


I had hoped in going to Munich | 
to find out by personal contact what | 
and} 


was in Herr Hitler's mind 
whether it was likely that he would 
be willing to co-operate in a pro- 
gram of that kind. 


NOT VERY FAVORABLE 

Well, the atmosphere in which 
our discussions were conducted was 
not a very favorable one because 
we were in the midst of an acute 
crisis, 

But nevertheless in the interval 


between more official conversations | 


I had some opportunity of talking 
with him and of hearing his views 


and I thought the results not alto- | 


gether unsatisfactory, 

When I came back after my sec- 
ond visit I told the house of com- 
mons of that conversation I had had 
with Herr Hitler, of which I said 
that speaking with great earnest- 
mess, he repeated what he had al- 
ready said at Berchtesgaden—name- 
ly, that this was the last of his ter- 
ritorial ambitions in Europe and 
that he had no wish to include in 
the Reich people of other races than 
Germans, 

Herr Hitler himself confirmed 
this account of the conversation 
in a speech which he made at the 
Sportspalast in Berlin, when he 
said: “This is the last territorial 
claim which I have to make in 
Europe.” 

And a little later in 
speech he said: 

“I have assured Mr. Chamber- 
lain and I emphasize it now that 
when this problem is solved, Ger- 
many has no more territorial 
problems in Europe.” And he add- 
ed: “I shall not be interested in 
the Czech state any more and I 
can guarantee it. We don't want 
any Czechs any more.” 

And then, in the Munich agree- 
ment, itself, which bears Herr Hit- 
ler's signature, there is this clause: 

“The final determination of the 
frontier will be carried out by an

And lastly, in that declaration 
which he and I signed together at 
Munich we declared that any other 
qurs.ion which might concern our 
two countries should be dealt with 
by a method of consultation. 


CONSIDERED JUSTIFIED 

Well, in view of those repeated 
assurances given voluntarily to mé, 
I considered myself 
founding the hope upon them that 
once this Czecho-Slovakian prob- 
lem was settled, as it seemed at 
Munich it would be possible, to 
carry further that policy of appease- 
ment which I had described. 

But notwithstanding, at the same 
time I was not prepared to relax 
precautions until I was satisfied that 
policy had been established and had 
been accepted by others, and there- 
fore after Munich our defence pro- 
gram was actually accelerated and 
it was expanded so as to remedy 
certain weaknesses which had be- 
come apparent during the crisis. 

I am convinced that after 
Munich the great majority of the 
British people shared my hope 
and ardently desired that that 
policy should be carried further 
but today I share their disappoint- 
ment, their indignation, that those 
hopes have been so wantonly shat- 
tered. 


CAN’T BE RECONCILED 
Well, ladies and gentlemen, how 


this week be reconciled with those 
assurances which I have read out to 
you? 

Surely, as a joint signatory of the 
Munich agreement I was entitled, if 
Herr Hitler thought it ought to be 
done, to have the consultation which 
is provided for in the Munich de- 
claration. Instead of that he has 
taken the law into his own hands. 


Before even the Czech president 
was received and was confronted 
with demands which he had no

TWO MORE ANNEXED 


According to a_ proclamation 
which was read out in Prague to- 
day, Bohemia and Moravia have 
been annexed to the 
Reich, Now German inhabitants, 
which include of course Czechs, 
are placed under a German pro- 
tectorate.

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Canada Should Respond 


It is to be hoped the members of 
parliament at Ottawa listened in yester- 
day to the broadcast address of Prime 
Minister Chamberlain. If they did, they 
will recall the solemn warning given them 
by Prime Minister King a few days ago, 
that they might be suddenly called upon 
to make decisions of the most serious 
kind because of events happening in an- 
other part of the world. The decisions are 
now to be made. 

The appeasement policy is dead. That 
was the text of Mr. Chamberlain's 
address. The hopes with which he went 
to Munich, and which were strengthened 
by events and conversations there, had 
been “shattered” by the events of the 
present week. Faith in the declara- 
tion of Herr Hitler that he had no further 
territorial ambitions in Europe had been 
“ruthlessly destroyed”. Since these assur- 
ances had been violated “what confidence 
could be placed in other assurances from 
the same quarter’? The destruction of 
Czecho-Slovakia and the annexation of 
Bohemia and Moravia marked the begin- 
ning of a “new adventure”, carrying an 
implication that “world dominance” is 
now the objective of the Fuehrer. 

Appeasement having failed, Mr. Cham- 
berlain called upon the peoples of Great 
Britain and of the Dominions to consider 
individually and collectively what steps 
they should take.to protect themselves; 
which course he recommended as well to 
the residents of all self-governing coun- 
tries. That he, of all men, should use 
such language is in itself significant; for 
the whole ground of criticism of his 
foreign policy has been that he was too 
trustful of the dictators and willing to 
pay too large a price for peace. 

This warning was addressed to Can- 
ada, as tc every part of the British Em- 
pire. It is not merely a call from Mr. 
Chamberlain. It is a call of duty, self- 
respect and self-interest. What has been 
done to Ethiopia, China and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia would be done to Canada should the 
opportunity offer; more readily and more 
certainly because we have more resources 
to tempt an aggressor. If Canadians count 
on getting help from other freedom- | 
loving peoples if they should be attacked, 
they must help to resist aggression 
against other states. If we are to rely on 
support from other Empire countries, 
we must give support to these countries 
when and where it may be required. 

It is the duty of parliament to respond 
to the call, promptly and decisively. There 
must be no doubt as to where Canada 
stands. And no delay in taking all 
measures necessary to make the resources 
of the Dominion, human and material, 
effective should the time come when the 
forces of aggression have to be stopped 
by force. 

Moreover, if reflection is still possible 
to the madmen who are driving headlong 
for world chaos, the more quickly and 
solidly the democratic peoples unite to 
resist them the less likely another world 
war will have to be fought. Canada’s 
weight should be thrown into the scale at 
once on the side of uncompromising re- 
sistence to world lawlessness. That is the 
one effective way to help restore sanity 
and reason and thereby stabilize peace, 


When Winter Lingers 


Spring-like weather in January and 
January-like weather in March seem like 
a reversal of the proper order of things 
climatic. But it won't be safe when an- 
other mild January comes along to pre- 
dict sub-zero temperatures in the month 
when spring is supposed to arrive. All 
combinations are possible in this zone of 
infinite variety. There have been winters 
here when both January and March were | 
mild, along with the other months be- 
tween harvest and seedtime. The fatalistic 
dictum that “we have to get so much cold | 
weather every year” doesn’t hold in | 
Alberta. 

But making allowance for all sorts of | 
variations, a season in which cold weather 
continues well into March may be con- 
sidered normal, And, again making allow- 
ances, that kind of a winter is usually | 
followed by a favorable summer, or has | 
been, At any rate “winter lingering in the | 
lap of spring’ has provided conditions | 
for a favorable start of the summer | 
season in one respect, Snow is deeper now | 
than it commonly is at any time during 
the winter months, not only in the central 
and northern sections but clear to the in- | 
terpalional boundary. And the ground 
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was not frozen to any great depth when 
the snow came last fall. This assures a 
good supply of moisture in the ground 
when sowing time comes, with quick 
germination of the seed and rapid gro\@.h 
of the young plants. 

In that particular the situation is 
better than it has been for many years at 
this time, and the condition prevails gen- 
erally over the entire prairie country. 


War Lords Come High 


Canada’s trade commissioner at Berlin 
has been taking a look at Nazi finances, 
or at so much of the set-up as official 
secretiveness cannot hide from unofficial 
observation. The figures he presents are 
interesting for several reasons, 

German taxpayers are being made to 
put up eighteen billion marks this year, 
which in Canadian currency is $7,200,- 
000,000. In six years the national debt 
has increased more than twenty-five 
billion marks, or $10,000,000,000. The 
debt now stands, as nearly as can be de- 
termined, at fifty billion marks, or $20,- 
000,000,000, at least. The Government, 
for armament and other purposes, is 
spending in the year nearly half the total 
national income. 

The boasted totalitarian “efficiency” 
seems to function one hundred per cent 
when it comes to levying taxation, 
spending money, piling up debt and mort- 
gaging future production. The showing 
will be discouraging to any Canadian who 
has imagined he might live happier 
under a Fuehrer. 

The member of parliament for East 
Calgary may even want to revise his plan 
to frighten aggressors away from our 
shores by displaying the amount of our 
national debt in flaming figures at the 
sea ports—seeing that the debt is only 
half the amount the German taxpayers 
have to hand over each year, and only 
twice the sum that is added to their debt, 
despite the seven billion levy, every 
twelve months.

Peg Not Solution 


Farmers do not seem to be greatly surprised 
to learn that the Dominion government will 
abandon the pegged price system, which has cost 
Canadian taxpayers $48,000,000, and still has not 
touched those who most need help. Although 
eastern Canada cannot fairly protest such aid 
to western wheat growers, there is point to the 
argument that wheat is only one of the primary 
products deserving of assistance. It is recog- 
nized also by farmers that the large wheat pro- 
ducers, some of them not even residents of 
Canada, benefitted out of proportion to the small 
farmer on the pegged price. 

The minimum price of 1938, was a temporary 
measure, and certainly was not overgenerous 
from the standpoint of the farmer. It is recog- 
nized that it is no solution, and might prove so 
costly as to be quite out of the question. ... 

The wheat pegging has resulted in those hav- 
ing the greatest bushelage receiving the most, 
and those having no crops receiving nothing, and 
becoming in consequence, a further charge on 
the state. No one can regard such a policy as 
efficient, or deserving of continuance—High 
River Times. 


On Celebrating Defeats 


A photograph in the Evening Sun showed 
Englishmen and Zulus talking pleasantly to- 
gether at a celebration of the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Isandhlwana. In the Battle 
of Isandhlwana, the explanation of the photo- 
gtaph informs us, “a Zulu chieftain outwitted a 
British commander-in-chief, destroyed his camp 
and butchered 832 Enlish troops.” 

Here, then, is another interesting and pointed 
example of the curious British habit of celebrat- 
ing its defeats. What other nation in the world 
would choose ceremoniously to recall a fight in 
which one of its military leaders was out- 
generaled by a native and his army scattered by 
the enemy? None that we can think of. They 
might nurse the memory of it in the hope of 
eventual revenge, but they wbuld never cele- 
brate it. Yet this is a consistent trait of the 
British. The bigger the blow, the heavier the 
loss they suffered, the clearer and, it seems, the 
better-tempered is their recollection of it. 

Of course we must also remember it is true 
that usually they do win the last battle. Cer- 
tainly they did in the case of the Zulus. Sixty 
years ago the South African tribesmen were 
thumping victors. Today they are quite com- 
fortably a very small part of the population of 
the British Empire. 

So the ultimate victors can easily afford to 
make merry over their humiliating loss of the 
Battle of Isandhlwana. It pleases the Zulus; 
it doesn’t cost the British a single unpleasant 
thought, and it ought to serve to jog the memory 
of all the confident strutters in Europe today 
who don’t know what it is to be routed into a 
triumph.—Baltimore Sun. 


Arita the Sophist 


In the Japanese Diet Foreign Minister Hach- 
iro Arita categorically refuted any suggestion 
that Japan was a totalitarian state or hostile 
either to Great Britain or the United States, and 
declared emphatically that the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo anti-Comintern pact was directed solely 
against the “machinations” of the comintern— 
which, he would have the world believe, “is be- 
hind the conflict in China.” 

Even as diplomatic eye wash, this is a miser- 
ably weak solution to apply to the present rela- 
tionship of Japan to the European authoritarian 
states, and, of course, will fool nobody. If the 
Japanese Foreign Minister considers the action 
and attitude of the Tokyo government toward the 
interests of Great Britain and the United States 
in the Far East as friendly, a wide bridge has 
yet to be built to span the difference between the 
Occidental and the Oriental interpretation of 
what is hostile and what is not. 

Foreign Minister Arita can declaim until he 
is blue in the face, he can summon all the lexico- 
graphers in the world to assist him, but the fact 
will remain that Japan is totalitarian in practice, 
brutalitarian in war, and hostile to the democra- 
cies, both in intent and performance. Her cam- 
paign against the Chinese, from the beginning of 
her imperialistic march on and seizure of Man- 
churia in 1931, is part of her own plan to gain 
domination of the Pacific, and a policy comple- 
mentary to the technique which has won many 
successes for the Nazi and Fascist oligarchies at 
Berlin and Rome. It is patent, of course, that 
the Arita tongue is in the cheek when he repeats 
the threadbare ditty that Japan’s undeclared war 
in China is being waged solely in order that the 
Chinese may be delivered from the “machina- 
tions” of Soviet Russia’s brand of Communism. 

All things considered, however, the democra- 
cies cannot complain if Foreign Minister Arita 
resorts to sophistry when he feels inclined. By 
this time he must be getting used to the familiar 
phraseology of protests with which Tokyo has 
been bombarded from time to time by Downing 
Street, the Quai d’Orsay, and Washington. He 
and his colleagues evidently intend to keep up 
the “irritation” in the Orient just as Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler and Premier Mussolini are doing 
in Europe—until the democracies, toward which 
we are told Japan is not hostile, call for a very 
definite show-down.—Victoria Times. 


Totalitarian Finance 

Industrial activity in Germany continued to 
be maintained at a high level throughout 1938, 
states J. C. MacGillivray, Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner at Berlin, in a report to the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce. In this report 
which is published in detail in the current 
issue of the Commercial Intelligence Journal, 
Mr. MacGillivray adds that “this greater activity 
has failed to concea] the evidence of severe 
strain which is now becoming more apparent 
in German economic life. With the country’s 
resources fully mobilized it is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to expand activities in any 
one direction without having to curtail] them 
correspondingly in another. An excess of im- 
ports over exports is causing difficulty in obtain- 
ing an adequate supply of raw materials, which 
must continue to be imported from abroad. 

“While there has been no marked slowing up 
of the tempo of armament expenditures which, 
with government orders, are responsible for 
a large part of the existing industrial animation, 
there has been some curtailment of state- 
sponsored capital schemes. The financial 
siiingency, which is the cause of this retrench- 
ment, is the most serious problem in present- 
day Germany. The tremendous expenditures 
for rearmament, the erection of factories to

the Germans and the Italians 
BOTH REPORTS have been investigating each 
READ ALIKE other’s condition, to find out 

how far they can depend on 
the staying power of the other in case of trouble 
in Europe. 

Findings of the enquirers are identical. Each 
doubts the ability of the other. Both are tired 
of adventures, and wishful for peace and secur- 
ity. The Italian investigators report that the 
German people are painfully surprised that the 
annexation of Austria and the conquest of the 
Sudeten have brought no material advantages. 
On the contrary, they have added to the burden 
of the German people. 

German investigators report that the Italians 
are “fed up” with the Spanish adventure, find- 
ing that it has added to their taxation burdens 
without bringing any material advantages. 

The Italians report that Germany shows an 
unwillingness to sacrifice for Italy, and is ready 
to forget Italy if a favorable agreement can be 
made with Great Britain. The Germans report 
that there is an anti-German feeling in northern 
Italy and a great danger that the Italians will 
repeat the betrayal of 1914 if by so doing they 
can curry British favor. 

Europe may not be out of the woods yet, but 
the outlook is lighter, thanks to the determined 
methods of British rearmament.

Tax receipts in Germany have risen from 
R.M. 6,650,000,000 (one R.M. is equivalent to 
slightly more than 40 cents), in the fiscal year 
1932-33 to an estimated R.M. 18,000,000,000 for 
the current fiscal year. On the other hand, the 
Reich's debt has gone up by R.M. 25,680,000,000, 
“In the absence of published figures,” reports 
Mr. MacGillivray, “the entire public indebt- 
edness is estimated at some R.M. 50,000,000,090. 
If this estimate is correct, the public debt has 
been doubled in the past six years.” 


New Wheat Tax in Brazil 

Every flour mill in Brazil, as from January 
26, 1939, is obliged to use at least 10 per cent 
domestic wheat, advises L. S. Glass, Canadian 
Trade Commissioner at Rio de Janeiro, Any 
mill which fails to use its prescribed quota of 
Brazilian wheat will be required to pay a tax 
of 12 milreis (one milreis equals 98 cents) per 
sack of 60 kilos of wheat (one kilo equals 2.2 
pounds) on 10 per cent of its average produc- 
tion. The moneys so obtained will be utilized 
to indemnify such mills as may exceed the 
quota of 10 per cent, 

All importers will be obliged to pay an 
additional tax on 10 per cent of the flour whieh 
they import, such tax being based on the sate 
of 12 milreis per sack of 60 kilos of wheat.

On This Date

Fifty years age Sir John A. Mac- 
donald laid down the dictum that a 
lieutenant-governor of a Canadian 
province could not be forced to ap- 
pear before a committee of the as- 
sembly of his province. Right from 
the advent to power of the Mercier 
Nationalist ministry in Quebec in 
1857 there had been more or less 
friction between the premier and 
the lieutenant-governor. The latier 
had been a very active Conservative 
before his nomination to the guber- 
natorial office, as, indeed, he was 
later. 

Premier Mercier did not actually 
summon the governor to appear 
before the committee, but gave s0 
marked a hint of his intention to 
force the issue that Mr. Angers 
wrote to the dominion prime min- 
ister, asking his advice. On March 
19, 1889, Sir John wrote back, after 
consultation with Sir John Thomp- 
son, the minister of justice, setting 
forth the course to be taken. 

“If a specie! committee of the 
legislature wants any information 
from the lieutenant-governor they 
should report to the House the in- 
formation they seek. The House 
should then pass an address to you 
transmitting the report and request- 
ing that you would be pleased to 
give them the required informa- 
tion, and this should be done by 
message. There are no precedents 
thet I know of, but, taking into 
consideration the position of the 
lieutenant-governor and his official 
dignity, it seems to us that this is 
the proper course.” 

As a matter of act the expected 
crisis did not happen. Somebody 
must have “tipped of” Mercier that 
he would be inviting a constitu- 
tional argument, which was what 
he did not want at that time, and so 
Governor Angers was not sum- 
moned as a witness. But the offi- 
cial ruling on the subject was made 
by the dominion government, and 
still stands,

There’s Drama In Lips 


—So Play Up Your Own

When getting a film actress ready 
for work in a picture or advising 
her about applying cosmetics for, 
every day wear, no Hollywood 
makeup expert ever fails to em- 
phasize the importance of dramatiz-_ 
ing the lips. 

“If your mouth is of normal size 
and in correct proportion with your 
face,” they say, “stick to the natural 
outline, making sure that edges 
never seem uneven and blurred.” 

However, if a star's mouth ig so 
small] as to be all out of proportion 
with the other features of her face, | 
the makeup expert in her studio ad- | 
vises her always to use lipstick to/ 
make it seem larger.

Always color the upper lip first, | 
then press it firmly against the | 
lower One and color the lower 4c- 
cording to the outline left on it by 
the pressure. That is, unless you 
want your mouth to look larger. In 
which case, color the upper lip, then 
the lower one from corner to 
corner. 

Do not moisten lips or press them 
together for at least one minute. 
Give the color a chance to get be- 
fore blotting with cleansing tissue, 
Blotting removes lumps and, in ad- 
dition, makes the lipstick stay on 
for hours.
